, England Neutral at Fjrst, 
, T. H. Howard, in his paper, 'stated 
; -.that the French Revolution occurred 
Wî'î ': ■ 17181), when the States General as- 
' B^mblied. to settle finance ..matters. 
Finally the king was dethrdneia and 
beheaded. Before this, Austria and 
Prussia declared war on Franco 
Their avowed ^purpose was' to save 
liouls'the sixteenth but actually they 
were, motivated by fear ■ for their ' own 
crowns and personal aggrandisement, 
in' England, Sheridan and Foxo op- 
posed England's Interference in tha 
-French Revolutionary .War, and Pitt,' 
In charge of tho Government, deter- 
mined to retain strict neutrality. 

England wanted peace on thO; Con- 
tinent.' Pitt had retrenched after 
tde American Revolutionary . War 
and England had lost her ' reputation 
,-jinvthjit war. Holland ond Belgium

East 
and West closer together, .Dr. : Kiang, 
Professor of Chinese at Mcailli^TJnl-^ 
versity, spoke ojt^JJjew|6lV:>Communi'' 
ties in China;" He traced the orig- 
in and history of ' Chinese Jews and 
showed how th».:I^UInese .:.and Jewa 
nr* jWndfed ■ ; races, y with much .In 
common.

According to old records, about 
three ' hundred Jews emigrated . to 
Northern .China In tho year 100. They 
led;|ln^tho? capital city, K-aIr 
Fung,"w^eiro^Woy Wore accorded full 
toiièranco, and permitted lo erect a 
temple. ' Concerning this synagogue, 
which was rebuilt ten times, Dr. Ki- 
ang had' many Interesting things to

Gradually Jews ond Chinese ming- 
led, as manV of/ the former wore as- 
sihillatcd by Nohammedans, ..until 
the two races w.ero indistinctly sep-' 
nrated. However tho Jewish faith 
still survives in China.

Of Medici Family 

Mr, Putman, Former Presi- 
dent of St. James Literary 
Society, Speaks 

ALL DISCUSS TOPIC 

Speaker Emphasizes Import- 
ance' Of Florence Towards 
Advancement Of Art 

A survey of the origin, customs and 
prcdomlnence of tho famous Medici 
family, and tho Influonco which the 
various members o£ this family exert- 
ed In tho 'different countries over 
which they ruled, was discussed by 
Mr. Putman at tho St. James Literary 
Society held at tho Engineering Instl- 
tulo Building, Mansfield St. Mr. Put- 
man, a former Fi'esldent of the Society 
and now a résilient of Massachusetts 
after living In Montreal for over sixty 
years, explained tho relations and con- 
nections that various members of th'o 
world-ronnwnod family had «with art 
and literature of their time. 

Beauty of Age Described 
After tho meeting was called to or- 
der by tho President of tho Society, a 
few matters of business wero attended 
to, ono of which Included the decision 
to send representatives to tho cere- 
mony of tho unveiling of tho tomb of. 
the lato Dean Moyse, Mr, Putman, 
who was then called upon to deliver 
Mi address, made a 'short resume of 
tho glorious and pictuiresquo life of 
tho sixteenth,' seventeenth and olght- 
oentli centuries, and explained the 
important port played by tho city 
of Florence towards tho° advance- 
ment of art; and-'IUoratiirei He made 
reference to Lorenzo' 'tho Magnifi-

The current issue of a well known 
domestic magazine contains' a rather start- 
Jing and enlightening article on "College 
,^irl8 and College Doctors" by Dr. Barbara 
"*;'?Beattie. This prominent medical authority 
" has just made a comprehensive survey of 
health in American Colleges arid Uriiver- 
vVisities and is of the opinion that in the 
fertiajority of these institutions the student's 
w/felptellect is too often developed at the ex- 
*fljen8e of his health. In many cases the 
physical examinations are little more than 
useless and too superficial and hurried to 
[i^i^be of much value. IVIoreover in nearly all 
institutions physical supervision cèasès 
p-^!*;%ng before the students are graduated.-

The proximity ol the existing hospi- 
tal controlled the type of construction

concrete frame wag prohibitive on ac- 
count of the enormous size of column 
and beam that would be necessary. It 
waa finally decided to combine these 
preceding features, using steel and 
fôncrote in complément to each other. 
Composite Construction 
Since all steel beams must be encas- 
ed in concrete to be rendered fireproof, 
It -occurred to a. local engineer to use 
the concrete in conjunction with the 
steel to carry the loads. This method 
has been adopted for tho hospital ad- 
dition, thus minimizing the dead load 
without endangering the structure in 
any way. The walls are also some- 
thing of a feature since they are made 
|nto one mass of stono facing aod con- 
.i i Crete backing.
